Mr. J. E. Smith: — Said he quite agreed 
with Mr. Braithwaite’s paper he thought 
the farmers were on the right) track 
which should be followed up by all. 

Mr. Vantassel A great deal has been 
said against combines. [do not see that 
they do us much harm. He said that 
there were a large number of manufac- 
turers who had combined and that their 
combination was a benetit to the farmers 
as (hese manufacturers were able to  re- 
duce the expenses. 

Mr. Postlethwaite: Said he had a few 
words to say in answer to Mr. Vantassel. 
He had been « fairly successful and had 
held his own with all other farmers. He 
had intended to remain a farmer but 
things had gone in the last year or so that 
he thought he could do something better 
forhimself than remain a farmer. He 
found it was time for him to fight com- 
bines and the national policy and the way 
to do this was for the farmers to combine 
themselves and get to the tep of the tree. 
To get at the root cf the evil: was to do 
sway with the national policy. 

Mr. Perceval:—Ssid that eombiies 
was a part of increase civilizations and 
there would always be combines, in faes 
they will increase in number and size. 
ile spoke on the tariff and illustrated his 
speech by quotations on the duty on 
several articles. 

Mr. Postlethwaite :—Said he _for- 
tunately or unfortunately came from @ 
free trade country were the farmers had 
an almost free table and it was only the 
man with an income about £160 a year 
who paid anything to the revenue. He 
said there was little use in sending Dr. 
or lawyers to parliament. let us send a 
representative farmer. 

Mr. M. Roddick :—He thouglit that 
the farmers should combine more. The 
Patrons of Industry were doing a grand 
work and he thought the 30,000 Patrons 
would be listened ts. The farmers 
should not send Drs. and lawyers to 
represent them. 

Mr. Darrack and Mr. Walker both 

made speeches on the subject under dis- 
cussion and both said the cause of com 
bines to the natiomal policy. Mr. Dar- 
rack On one subject coal oil, I may be 
able to glve you some light on the sub- 
ject. I was the agent tor the Standard 
Oil Co. of Canada and T can_ truthfully 
state that the statements made on = the 
tioor of this hall Are erronesous. I my- 
self think that the farmers should do 
what the manufacturers in the east do 
ewst his vote in his own interest. Mr. 
Darrack was strongly in favour of a 
rovenue tarith. 
Mr. McKellar said —That he was quite cf 
the opinion that the taritffwas the cause 
of much of the evil. He was in accord 
with Mr, Postlethwaite that the farmers 
eught no longer to have Drs. and lawyers 
representing them. 

Mr. Braithwaite made a few interesting 
remarks on the subject under discussion, 
he thought that the state should step in 
and prevent the combines from over step- 
ping acertain mark.

I believe in all sincericy that our Na. 

tional life and especially that phase of it | 
that appiesto and effects this western 
Canada, calls for our earnest thought and 
en unbiased but decisive action, if we are 
gotng to reach and occupy our destined 
position, as a prosperous happy people. 
Avan Mr. Chairman and gentlemen let 
t+ assure you that I have no intention of 
trespassing upon your time aud constitu- 
tion by a political discnssion, neither | 
would I attempt to foist my opinions up- | 
on such an intelligent assembly. I do | 
not want to, and you do nut want me to | 
take a partizan view of the matter, the ; 
subject ealis for a broader view and a far | 
deeper thought. I cannot go into de- | 
tails, much will haveto be taken for | 
granted. I crave your indulgence. As- | 
suming then that combines exist, and | 
that they exercise an influence on the | 


n<cessities of our people ; the query is, 
now can We legitimately counterac: their 
intluence. Before L answer, let me say | 
that I verily believe that, if our people 
gave this their earnest thought, and then 
acted up to their convictions irrespective 
of all other interests, united as one man, 
such radical measures would be demand- 
ed that the very foundations of our Na 
tional existence would be threatened, ; | 
and further 1 want tu say that we as far- 
mers bave ourselves to blame, for being | 
where we are to-day. Instead of being a | 
unit for our own interests, we have hur- | 
rahed forthe “old Flag” andthe ‘‘old | 
policy’, oa the one hand and hurrahed 
tor reciprocity ond annexation, on the 
other ; and while we have been acting, 
like the Ismalites we are, interested psr- 
ties have stepped in and got just what 
they wanted. 

Self preservation is the first law of na- 
ture. Therefore the people who ate in | 
these combines are to a certain justified 


in their action. The law gave them cer- 
tain exclusive priviledges ; they availed 
themselves of them, and I may say that 
human nature is such tnat, if the tables 
were turned and the farmers were grant- 
ed these priviledges ; How many of us, 
think you, would refuse to take advan- 
Now I claim 
that this 


tage of them ? Not many. 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen 
should be the first siuty of the State, to 
protect individual liberty, and to enact 
such laws that no one citizen could take 
an undue advantage of his fellows. But 
insteai, though we should olush to ad- 
mit it ; our enactments are like chattles 
at an auction block, they appear to go to 
the highest bidder, and if we carefully 
analize our Canadian statues to-day, we 
must admit that whatever might have 
have been the intention of the framers of 


tionally or otherwise are making some 
rich at the expense of others, and instead 
of aiming at the continental idea ef gov- 
ernment by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, we are drifting into the old world’s 
curse of classes and masses affluence and 
pauperism ; aud I claim we have our- 
selves to blame for it. We have neglect- 
ed our duty, and though we claim to be 
an intelligent, and it isa just claim in 
the main, still we are living beneath onr 
priviledges, and we have in the past so 
neglected our state duties, that we have 
caused the name of Canada to be a by- 
word, for boodleism and corruption. It 
istime tocallahalt. Our forefathers 
may have madea mistake, and we in- 
stead of remedying the evils are passing 
them on to our posterity, magnified ten- 
fold. Our national debt is $50. per head 
for every man, woman and child in the 
Dominion, and is yearly increasing. Our 
Government is becoming more costly and 
we have spent $500,000,000 more during 
the last ten years than our surplus pro- 
duce has sod for. Bur let us get back to 
the query. 

Do combines exist? They do. How 
do they exist ? By the grace of the far- 
mers that be. Havethe menin these 
combines broken the laws / No. Do 
they exist contrary to law! No, Grant- 
ed the same license would the farmers do 
the:rame! I amafraid they would to 
some extent H.ve the combines spec- 
ial legislature to do the things we com- 
plain of ! Yes. Who granted these 
privileges { The government. How ? 
Either by enacting special laws, or con- 
struing existing laws to cover the case. 
But how de they continue to exist! Be- 
cause they havea self-containing. con- 
tinueing, proprogating principle. 

Our government isso expensive that 
high tariff for revenue seems a necessity, 
our government seems 80 amendable to 
the intiluence of @ and cts., #0 handicap- 
ped by pledges given for a consideration 
in an emergancy that the honour of our 
N. P. either asa unit or a whole is at 
stake, anl they must redeem their 
pledges to thos» interested ones, or go to 
the wall under their commandiag in- 
fluence. So much is this the case that 
men of principle are refusing offered 
honors because of it. Therefore Mr. 
Chairman and gentlemen, no matter 
which way we look at these things, we 
are forced to the conclusion that the only 
way to successfully combat combines, is 
at the Fallot. And I claim that not 
only in our own interest, bet in the in- 
terest of the State and future genera- 
tions. It is high time we drop this par- 
tizan spirit, that prevades our national 
life. lam no* speaking for or against 
any party, it); simply a question of tv« 
and ov’«, for I sm afraid that either party 
under the s« i influence, and subj 
to the same f. ners elected in the same 
way and ame: iable only to the same re- 
straints, woul’ be liable to produce the 
same or sim.Js: results. I believe the 
only way to successfully combat com- 
dines is to educate ourselves up to our 
duties and respoasibilities, and exercise 
the franchise intelligently for measures, 
not men, or parties.

But enough said, all these things are un- 
Just to us as consumers, and yet all those 
who are engaged in these combines are 
our fellow citizens, and law abiding ones 
too. They have obtained these priv- 
iledges under the law and are entitled to 
every dollar they may exact ; many of 
them even dare the framers to interfere, 
and talk about vested rights ; and many 
of them can justify their action on the 
ground that so long asthe government 
of the day grant exclusive rights to any, 
then allare entitled, who may desire 
them, or, all must foregothem. Now 
we cannot say we will compel this one or 
that on», because most of our necessities 
are subject to combines, and any attempt 
to force their hand would only result in 
**biteing our nose to spite our face”, and 
and we dare net attempt their destruc- 
tion at one stroke, because by the same 
powers (known only to themselves) they 
have such a hold ot our national vitals, 
that a radical measure like that would 
threaten our xational existence. To me, 
our only hope is the educating of our- 


| selves up that standard of independance, 


that when the opportunity presents it 
self, we will send men to govern us. and 
make our laws, pledged to do justice to 
all, irrespective of any, Well Mr. Chair- 
man and gentlemen | have not said any 
thing yet that would be iunmediately 
effective in killing combines ; and I can- 
not, because under the existing state of 
things, if we succeed in killing one to- 
morrow others would immediately spring 
up aud fatten on the dead carcass. Be- 
sides I have taken the broader view of 
the matter , these men who are in these 
combines are our fellow citizens, many of 
them worty ones at that, andif they 
have priviledyes to-d 4y that we have not, 
and that curtail our tiberties and limit 
our possibilities, we only exhibit our 
weakness when we complain, because we 
have been blindly allowing them to use 
us for their own aggrandisement, by neg- 
lecting to avail ourselves of a British 
birthright-a free ballot box. 

Now in conclusion Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen you will pardon me for men- 
tioning a few things that have led up to 
this evil. 1. High tariti, which destroy- 
ed competition, anda very costly mode 
of government. [am not charging our 
governmert unjustly, the opening up of 
our country and the proper expansion of 
our national life necessitated a large ex- 
penditure of money, and 1 am prepared 
to give them credit for all they have 
done. But it is not what this or that 
costs, in actual 3 and cts., so much as 
the fact that undue advantage has been 
given, and taken, of the circumstances of 
the hour, and a+ystem and proceedure

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Insects Are Practically Voiceless. 

If by voice we understand sounds pro- 
duced by air expelled from_ the lungs, 
which, passing through the larynx, are 
modified by the tongue and emitted 
from the mouth, insects are unquestion- 
ably voiceless. At the same time, in- 
sects usually regarded as dumb may 
really produce sounds which are beyond 
vor range of hearing. The sounds 
which insects make are produced in vari- 
ous ways—by the wings, or spiracles 
breathing holes), and by rubbing one 
part of the body against another. The 
song of the cicadas has been celebrated 
from time immemorial; the chirping of 
the cricket and the grasshopper is also 
familiar to us. The musical organs of 
the former are internally placed, the 
sound issuing out of two holes at the 
base of the abdomen, while the chirping 
ot crickets is made by rubbing the wing 
covers together. Flies and gnats, hke 
the cockchafer, dragon fly and certain 
bees, produce sounds throuzh the spir- 
acles. The voice thus produced ap- 
pears to some extent to be under the 
control of the will, and thus offers an- 
other point of similarity to a true voice 
For instance, a bee in pursuit of honey 
hums continually and contentedly on A, 
but if it is angry or excited it proaaces 
a ditferent note
